MAIKOVSKIS, Boleslawe 



1. SA Edward KEBLUSEK of the Washington Field Office, 
FBI, has advised that the Subject was mentioned by Reverend 
Adolfs' KLAUPIKS during an interview of KLAUPIKS by KEBLUSEK. 
KEBLUSEK indicated that. Boleslavs MAIKOVSKIS was one of the 
individuals mentioned in a Latvian propaganda film as being involved 
in atrocities against the Latvian people during World War II, 

2. KEBLUSEK gave the birth date of Boleslavs MAIKOVSKIS 
as approximately 1909, Rezekne, Latvia. KEBLUSEK further advised 
that MAIKOVSKIS currently resides at 23 Grand Avenue, Mineola, 

New York, that he is Vice-President of the American Latvian Associ- 
ation and of DZINTARS, and that MAIKOVSKIS was Chief of Police in 
Latgale, Latvia, during the German occupation in World War II. 

3. KEBLUSEK has interviewed the above Adolfs KLAUPIKS 
on two occasions and has prepared a report of the results of his inter- 
views with &LAUPIKS. This information may be of interest in connec- 
tion with several cases, including the cases of Gunars MEIEROVICS, 
#52973, and Voldemars MIDZINS, #238619- The results of the inter- 
view with KLAUPIKS will probably be disseminated under the caption 
of Latvian Activities in the United States, rather than under the cap- 
tion of either KLAUPIKS or MIDZINS, 

4. KEBLUSEK advised that KLAUPIKS is very cooperative 
and KEBLUSEK considers that KLAUPIKS is a reliable source of in- 
formation in regard to individuals in the Latvian community. During 
the interviews KEBLUSEK did not query KLAUPIKS directly in regard 
to whether KLAUPIKS has ever met or heard of Voldemars MIDZINS. 

5. KEBLUSEK has advised the undersigned that the name of 
KLAUPIKS has come up in the MIDZINS case and that MIDZINS has
